This action follows the recommen- 
dation of the budget compnission 
Which pointed out in its report that 
the states outlook for revenue next 
year is about the same as last year 
and, inasmuch as the income and out- 
go practically balanced in 1922, there 
could be no increases in appropria- 
tions without adequate provision for 
new sources of revenue. 

Will Pay Old Classes. 

This year's appropriation pill, as 
it is to be submitted to the house, 
will therefore carry the same amount 
tor the confederate pensioners 4s last 
year, $1,250,000, which will enable 
payment of the old class of pension- 


'ers, but will not provide funds for 
the new classes. 


In this connection, 
bills to wipe out all new pensioners 
have been introduced by Representa- 
tives Harris of Jefferson and Kemp- 
ton of Fuiton, but even if these bil!s 
pass, the state will still owe the new 
classes the pensions due them in 
v22, but unpaid for lack of funds.

SHADOW OF THE RUHR. 


Germany’s new proposal to aban- 
don passive resistance to France’s 
policy in the Ruhr provided France 
restores confiscated currency, with- 
draws all troops but a skeleton 
organization, and permits the return 
of German officials and dignitaries 
to their posts, is more of an ultima- 
tum of defiance than a concession 
for possible peace. 

That France will demand the 
abandonment of the passive resis- 
tance first, with a promise of due 
consideration of the German views 
subsequently, is to be expected. 

The whole situation, however, 
adds to the preponderance of eco- 
nomic elements in the Ruhr situa- 
tion. Germany’s power of resistance, 
unquestionably strengthening, is a 
factor of deep concern, but of far 
more concern is the strain upon 
the whole economic structure of 
Europe that will be thrown upon it 
if France thrusts upon her enemy 
attempted dislocation of her whole 
industrial machine. 

The destructive forces that would 
be thus liberated would be of a 


" revolutionary nature unless Great 


Britain should intervene. 

France no doubt plans exhaustion 
of the German credit balances 
abroad which have thus far sufficed 
to meet her bills and provide her 
necessary supplies, such as coal. if 
these resources became bankrupt 
the wheels of her factories would 


‘ceasé ‘tarning, and ruin would fol- 


low upon the heels of idleness. In 
the meantime such a pressure, as is 
now clearly evident, would be of 
an exhaustive consequence upon 
France. 

The economic menace, however, 
that appeals most comes from the 
fact that the fortunes of nations are 
dependent upon the chain that binds 


“the common interests of all. 


if Germany, for instance, can pay 
for no more coal in England the 
English miners feel the strain. That 
is merely one item to illustrate. It 
emphasizes the economic funda- 
mental that it is impossible for one 
nation to exist of and for and by 
itself.

America is an agricultural nation 
and in order to maintain a balance 
of trade she must sell 2round 40 per 
cent of her normal « production 
abroad. 
in maintaining a sound balance in 
her export and import business, but 
it is peculiarly necessary under the 
immutable trade law of supply and 
demand, in order to make farming 
even reasonably profitable. 

This country, by friendly and 
sympathetically cooperating in set- 


in order, as she is in position to do, 
and as her duty impels her to do, 
can quickly reestablish European 
markets for American production, 
raw and finished—and this country 
will never be on a sound permanent 
economic basis until this is done. 

Senator Copeland goes into the 
Sixty-eighth congress with a broad 
viewpoint. The nation needs more 
men in the upper branch’ of con- 
gress like him.

THIS EDUCATION SHOULD BE 
COMPULSORY. 


A.5-year-old boy slipped into a hole 
in the ice on an ice pond and disap- 
peared under the water. His little 
playmate, frightened, ran away crying. 
Men harvesting ice near the hole no- 
ticed the youngster running away cry- 
ing, ran to the hole, saw a cap float- 
ing on water, fished around with a 
pike and fortunately brought the 
child to the surface. They picked him 
up by the feet; they searched for a 
barrel; they impotently pumped his 
arms up and down with no clear no- 
tion of what they were trying to 
necomplish, or just how to go about 
it. It was no go. The child was 


dead. 
A doctor arrived. He _ applied 
respiration— 


Schaefer's artificial 
prone pressure method—without de- 
lay, and in a few minutes the little 
boy revived and lived. Suppose the 
doctor had not been immediately avaiy 
able. Whose fault if the child had not 
revived? The responsibility would 
have rested upon the head of every 
man, woman and child that stood 
helplessly by. It is nothing less than 
a crime to stand idly bv and not know 
what to do and how to do it in such 
an emergency. It is a_ horrible 
thought that -should rankle in the 
consctence of the unprepared, the idle, 
the helpless bystander—that a _ life 
may be sacrificed merely from inex- 
cusable incompetence, possibly a life 
precious to the guilty one. 

Whatever the emergency, drowning, 
asphyxiation by gas, smothering, elec- 
tric shock or lightning stroke, any 
bystander, child or adult, should know 
how to act. Too many lives are per- 
mitted to ebb away while people stand 


eabout or mill around, waiting for the 


belated’ arrival of a machine of some 
kind to resuscitate the victim. Artifi- 
cial respiration by prone pressure or 
Schaefer method, is so simple that 
every child can apply it and so ef- 
fective that no machine can compare 
with it for saving life. 

As Schaefer himself describes it, the 
method is surely simple enough, and 
as a human duty, everyone who reads 
this should assure himself by actual 
application on a volunteer subject, 
that he can apply artificial respira- 
tion should the occasion arise: 

“Place the subject prone (face 
downward) on the ground, with a 
thick folded garment under the epi- 
gastrium (belly). Kneel athwart or 
beside the subject, facing the head, and 
place your hands on each side over 
the lower part of the back (the lowest 
ribs). Slowly throw your weigbt for- 
ward and squeeze the lungs so that 
air is forced out of them. Then grad- 
ually relax the pressure by resuming 
your erect position, without removing 
your hands from the subject’s back. 
This permits air to enter the chest 
as the ribs respond from their own 
elasticity. Repeat these movements 
at the rate of 12 to 16 times a min- 
ute, or as long as may be necessary. 
The subject's faw@ is turned to one 
side,‘ and’ his' hands rest palms on 
the ground on. either side just above 
his head. Obviously his posture al- 
lows any water in the chest to drain 
from the mouth.”

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Are Not Prospering 


( From recent Address of United States 
Senator Royal S. Copeland, 
of New York.) 


“It is admitted ‘by all well-informed 
persons that the fundamental industry 
of America, and for that matter of all 
countries, is agriculture, Unless the 
farmer prospers there cannot be per- 


manent prosperity for any nation. For 
reasons which we need not discuss at 
great length now, the farmer is not 
prospering. In terms of darter he is 
at a tremendous disadvantage. 

“I was much startled the other day 
by a letter sent to a New York news- 
paper by a Virginia farmer. - He has 
taken pains to translate the cost of la- 
bor engaged in building into food val- 
ues at the farm. If you have not 
thought to make a similar comparison 
you will be astonished by these ex- 
amples: 

‘It takes 63144 dozen, or 762 eggs to 
an My plasterer for one day of eight hours’ 
work. 

* It takes 17144 bushels of corn, or a 
year's receipt from half an acre, to pay 
a bricklayer one day. 

‘It takes twenty-three chickens weigh- 
ing -3 pounds each to pay a painter for 
one day's work in New York. \ 

‘*‘It takes forty-two pounds of butter, 
or the output from fourteen cows, fed and 
milked for twenty-four hours, to pay & 
plumber $14 a day. 

‘It takes a hog weighing 175 pounds, 
representing eight months’ feeding and 
cere, to pay a carpenter for one days 
work.’ . ie 

“What do these figures iemente 
Are they not discouraging to the 
farmer? Will they deter him from 
plowing and planting? What is the 
lesson to be learned from the present 
industrial situation? 

“Before I attempt to answer my 
own questions I want to present some 
further facts relating to agriculture. 
In norma] times we export from this 
country 175.000.000 bushels of wheat. 
Contlitions in Europe are such that 
they have no money to pay for our 
products. Their poverty and depre- 


ciated currency make it impossible for 
them to buy. The result is that in 
granaries of the northwest and in va- 
cant lots along the railroads are piled 
quantities of — for which there is 
no demand. ‘The effect of this stagna- 
tion is not confined to the farmers of 
the northwest. It reaches into the 
scuth. If this grain is not to be sent 
to Europe, there is no demand for the 
cotton sacks in which to ship it. The 
result is the cotton farmer suffers 
along with his colleagues of the north. 

“The truth is, my friends, prosperity 
is like a chain. There may be golden 
links of great strength, iron and steel 
links. and maybe the appearance of 
strength through the whole length of 
the chain. But if some of these links 
are made of wvod, or of straw woven 
and painted to appear like iron, the 
chain will deceive the eye only. If 
stress and strain are placed upon it, it 
must break. 

“There can be no permanent pros- 
perity anywhere in the world unless 
there is prosperity everywhere in the 
world. We have gone past that 
period in the world’s: history when 
each nation and each state and éach 
locality is independent of every other 
nation and every other state and every 
other locality. There must be found 
a way to open the streams of com- 
merce and to re-establish the marts of 
trade; this feature I shall speak of 
again. 

“As I view it, two things are essen- 
tial to the welfare of the farmer. The 
first of these is education of the pub- 
lic as to the needs of the farmer and 
the national importance of his welfare. 
When once our people appreciate the 
significance of agricultural prosperity 
there will be greater demand for the 
products of the American farmer. 

“To make the farmer prosper in or: 
der that the national welfare may be 
preserved, there must be found a 
means of absorbing our national sur- 
plus.”

teachers to that list for the coming 
year. We wil! be able to pay one- 
half of the salary of such teachers. 


These teachers for the most part 
are located at county training 
schools. They are expected to teach 
agriculture to the boys and the girls 
in school and will organize evening 
classes for the adult farmers. 


Every pupil grows a crop. or raises 
some live stock under the supe-vision 
of the teacher. Last year two of 
these teachers each sold more than 
$15,000 worth of farm products that 
their students produced.

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\Conferees Agree onC 
In U. S. Cotton Standards 


Washington, July 19.—A  unani- 
mous agreement for slight changes in 
four grades of United States official 
cotton standards, now accepted as 
universal standards, and retention of 
American names for the grades was 
reached today by the International 
Cotton conference at the department 
of agriculture here. The changes will 
be promulgated immediately but will 
not go into effect until “August 1,| 
1924. 

The agreement brings harmony in 
international cotton trading and con- 
cludes an effort begun more than 15 
years ago by American producers and 
exporters for the adoption of univer- 
sal standards sufficiently to the 
world, 

The changes in the universal stand- 
ards agreed upon by the conference 
are to be made as follows: 

In the good middling box a sample 
containing slightly less creamy color 
will be substituted for sample No. 12. 


In the strict middling box a similar 
change will be made in sample No. 


less creamy color will be substituted 
for samples Nos. 1 and 4. These 
changes retain in each of these grades 
samples with creamy color that in’ 
the opinion of the American cotton 
trade is desirable in order that the 
boxes fairly represent the erican 
cotton crop. A very slight change 
was aiso made in the strict low mid- 
dling box. 

The conference, called after’ the 
Liverpool cotton association had re- 
quested a change in the United 
States official standards, had been in 
session since Tuesday with six dele- 
gates from Liverpool and Manches- 
ter, two dozen from the American 
trade and officials of the depastment 
of agriculture present. A committee 
of seven members of the American 
trade, representing regions most af- 
fected worked out the details of the 
changes with the English represen- 
tatives.

Judges of the supreme, superior 
and court of appeals, who have served 
on the bench for 20 years consecu- 
tively and who have reached the age 
of 70 years, may be retired on half 
salary, it is provided in a bill by 
Representative Craig Arnold, of 
Lumpkin, reported favorably by the 
house judiciary comfiittee No. 2, in 
session Thursday night.’ 

No provisions for the retirement. of 


jurists on pensions or half salaries 
are on the statute books of Georgia 
at the present time, it was stated, 
the Arnold bill seeking to remedy this 
conditéon. . 

The committee also reported favor- 
able on senate resolution No. 21 which 
recently passed the upper house by a 
vote of 35 to 0, providing for crea- 
tion of a commission of twelve repre- 
sentatives and tix senators to cor 
duct a survey of the state’s judicial 
system with a view of equalizing the 
work now performed by 31 judicial 
circuits. 

This resolution was introduced by 
Senator James B. Duke, who declared 
that Georgia has entirely too many 
judicial circuits and that the work 
now is decidedly unequal in certain 
sections. 

An adverse report was voted on 
senate bill 19, providing that receiv- 
ers and their employees of estates, 
can be garnisheed for their respective 
salaries while acting in such capac- 
ity. The bt further provides meth- 
ods by which such process of garnish- 
ment may be served. It was passed 
recently by the senate, 35 to 0.

Betterment of working conditions 


for women is the aim of house bill No. 
114, introduced Representative 
Russell, of Barron, which, was favor- 
ably recommended Thursday by the 
committee on labor and labor statis- 
tics of the house by a vote of 6 to 5. 

This bill is sponsored’ by the 
League of Women Voters, the Feder@ 
ation of Women's Clubs, the Federa- 
tion of Business and Professional 
Women's Clubs, the Women’s Chris- 
tian “Temperance Union, King’s 
Daughters and the Federated Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. 

Salient features of the bill call for 
a 10-hour working day and a 5d- 
hour week, rest rooms and ‘other con- 
veniences necessary to proper sani- 
tation.. 

Mrs. Harry Chamberlin, president 
of the Georgia State League of Wom- 
en Voters, was the principal speaker 
at the committee heafing Thursday 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Chamberlin expressed herseif 
as delighted with the favorable result 
of the hearing, but pledged herself to 
work “as long as I live for an 8-hour 
working day for women in industry in 
Georgia.”

ondon itself infinitely more vul- 
nerable than it has ever been before 
in history. 

“Policy Impossible. 

“In such a policy, this country can 
have no yart, not because it has any 
bias for Germany, but because its 
own existence on such terms is im- 

ssible. It does not matter who is 
in office in this country; he will be 
compelled to resist the economic de- 
struction of Europe and the miliiiary 
hegemony of any ssngle power. 

“The course before Premier Bald- 
win is clear and imperative. He ¢:2- 
sires no more than any of us to open 
a breach with France. put if, as seems 
to be the ease, Poincare is unvield- 
ing, then in the interests alike of this 
country and of Europe, he must take 
his own line. The a!ternative is un- 
thinkable. It is to drift helplessiy in 
the wake of France, not until Ger- 
many only, but the whole of Furo- 
pean civilization, is obliterated.’ 

This statement merely puts in 
forceful words what many British 
leaders have been charging privately, 
and what even the friends of France 
have been uneasily und unwillingly 
suspecting.

8,000,000 MARK IS 
REACHED IN FORD 
CAR PRODUCTION 


Detroit, Mieh., July 19.—Ford 
motor No. 8,000,000 went off the as- 
sembly line at the Ford Motor com- 
pany plant here July 11, it became 
known today, establishing a new mil- 
lion production record. 

The last million motors have heen 
produced in just six days less than 
six months, motor No. 7,000,0000 
having been turned out January 17 
of this year. Production at the start 
of the last million was approximately 
4.800 motors a day and the ‘ncreased 
schedule in effect since has been 
brought to more than 7,000. 

The average for the period was 
slightly above 6,711 a day for the 149 
working days, an average of more 
than 166,670 a month. Motor No. ‘4,- 
000,000 was produced eight months 
after No. 6,000,000. Increased p!aut 
facilities enabled the company tv clip 
two months off the schedule in turn- 
ing out the last million motors.

Port Arthur, Texas, July 19.— 
There ‘Will be no invasion of Port 
Arthur by IL. W. W. ' 

This statement was made by Geo- 
eral Organizer Sidney Terry at 11 
o’clock tonight. He declared that a 
messenger had just arrive] from Ne 
Orleans bearing orders from Harry G. 
Clark, of Chicago, and John Shuskie. 
of New York. 

The reason given by Terry, whw 
was in company with William Greet: 
and Robert Bell, the other I. W. W. 
who were arrested last week and are 
awaiting trial on vagrancy charges, 
is that a general strike is being or- 
dered, which will take marine worke: 
out of vessels in every port and 
the higher officials of the organization 
do not consider it alvisable to con- 
centrate in any one section and thos 
who were en route to Port Arthur ar 
being turned back at New Orleans. 

New Orleans Control Point. 

Terry stated that New Orleang was 
to be the centralization point for the 
Port Arthur invasion and that already 
a considerable number had arrived 
there by vessel from both the At- 
lantic and Pacific ports. 

They were awaiting the arrival of 
more men when the orders were re- 
ceived and this morning a messenge! 
started for Port Arthur, arriving to- 
night with instructions to the four 
organizers here and advising them that 
the invasion had been called off. 

The men had been ordered back to 
New Yerk, according to Terry’s state 
ment to the Associated Press here. 
while those from the west coast have 
heen ordered to return to strateic 
points to await orders for the cenera! 
strike which may come in ae shor 
time. 

The strike is to be a protest. ac- 
cording to the organizers, against 
the imprisonment of noliticn! prisoners 
and also against the action of the 
California courts in sentencing twen- 
ty-seven members of the organization 
last week.

Plans for Join 
Probe of Highway 
Board Approved 


The Georgia house of representa- 
tives Thursday approved the proposed 
joint iegislative investigation of the 
state highway department and re- 
ceived new bills which would abolsh 
all twelve agriculturnl schools in the 
state and make it a felony to recruit 
labor in Georgian for other states. 

By a vote of 142 to 2C the house 
adepted Kepresentative MeMichael’s 
resolution calling itor inquiry into 
the affairs of the road department. 
after it had, acting as a committee of 
the whole, rejected a similar resolu- 
tion sent over from the senate. ‘The 
McMichael resolution was forwarded 
to the upper house, 

Money now appropriated for state 
agricultural schools to meet federal 
funds made available under’ the 
Smith-Hugbes federal vocational edu- 
cational fund would be used to place 
an instructor in agriculture in every 
qualified high school in the state under 
the bill of Harris, ot Jeffersun, and 
Wimberly, of Toombs, seeking to dis- 
continue the agricultural schvols. ‘The 
authors told the house that the ag- 
ricultural schools have served their 
purpose and now are not rendering 
service commensurate with appropria- 
tions granted them, whicl approxi- 
mate i. quarter of a million dollars 
annually. 

Labor Recruiting. 

Representative de la Pierre, of 
Jackson, and Logan, of Banks, in 
presenting their bill to make labor 
recruiting a felony, declared en act- 
ment of the measure would check tne 
exodus of ne roes and other farm 
labor from Georgia to other states. 
The bill does not allow licensed labor 
agents to operete and provides a pen- 
alty of from th.ee to seven yeurs’ 
imnrisonment. 

The fee system disturbance was be- 
fore the legislature again with-a sub- 
committee of the constitutional 
amendments committee appointed to 
consider a measure by the DeKalb 
county delegation which, as amended 
by the full committee, would permit 
any county to adopt the salary basis 
if desired.

The resolu- 
tion was presented in the senate by 
President Carswell. 

New County Proposed. 
The house viewed the first move in 


the present session to create a new 


Georgia county. Representative Bell. 
of Burke, presented a bill seeking cre- 
ation of Comer county, with Sardis 
as the county seat. A similar move- 
ment was lost in a past assembly. 

Representative Fowler, of Bibb, in- 
troduced a measure to reduce the 
salaries of the judge of Macon’s mu- 
nicipal court and other court offi- 
cials. 

The house passed Speaker Neill’s 
measure providing 
county commissiorcgs of Muscogee by 
the people, yoting 134 to 1. Repre- 
sentative Hatcher. of the Muscogee 
delegation, spoke in opposition to the 
measure, 

Another bill received by the house, 
that of Pace and Mundy, would 
amend the election law, placing in ef- 
fect immediately the Australian bal- 
lot system, striking out provisions re- 
quiring such recommendation by two 
grand juries. A bill by Henderson 
would strike from the law requiring 
Bible reading in schools the provision 
which excuses a pupil from the Bible 
reading upon written consent of par- 
ents or guardian.

Equal Rights Bills 
For Alabama Women 
Introduced Thursday 


Montgomery, Ala., July 19.—Forty 
bills, providing eqypal rights for women: 
in practically every line of. endeavor, 
were intrcduced this morning in the 
lower house of the Alabama legisla- 
ture by Representative Mike Sollie, of 
Dale, 

The bills are sponsured by the na-

The bills provide for women to 
serve on juries: that women shall have 
equal rights with men in _ holding 
publie offices; that women shall not 
be disqualified from engaging in any 
business; that married women shall 
have the same right of control over in- 
dividual property as husband, and 
other measures aimed toward “equal 
rights” for women with men. 

A joint resolution was introduced 
in both housees condemning a letter 
credite. to Mrs. Lillian R. Maugans, 
postmaster at Eufaula, in which it 1s 
said she made “slurring” remarks 
against the honor of the Confederate 
dead.
